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BLAfiO JURY DIVIDED 


JUDGE SEEKS 
CLARIFICATION 
FROM PANEL

A summerlong trial that has provided more 
than its share of twists and turns offered one 
more Wednesday: a divided jury unable to 
reach a unanimous decision on at least some 
of the corruption counts against former Gov 
Rod Blagojevich or his brother, Robert. 

After II days of jury deliberations— the 
same length of time it took federal juries to 
convict former Gov George Ryan and Blago- 
jevich fundraiser Antoin “Tony” Rezko— the 
end result was ambiguity 

Jurors sent U.S. District Judge James Zagel 
a note declaring that they had “gone beyond 
reasonable attempts to reach agreement” and 
couldn’t decide unanimously on the 24 counts 
faced by the former governor and the four 
faced by his brother. “So now we look to you 
for guidance,” the note asked of Zagel. 

That led to a lengthy round of closed-door 
discussions among prosecutors, defense law- 
yers and Zagel, who then told an open hearing 
late in the day that the meaning of the note 
was fuzzy and he would send back a message 
seeking clarification and offering some pos- 
sible direction. 

The problem, as Zagel relayed it, was that 
it wasn’t clear whether jurors couldn’t agree 
on anything or whether they were split on just 
some of the counts. If it’s the latter, Zagel said 
he would advise them that it was “permissible 
for a jury to return a verdict with unanimity 
on some counts and have an inability to reach 
a unanimous decision on other counts.” 

So the less than clear-cut bottom line from 
all this is that a verdict could still be reached 
swiftly if Zagel’s advice applies. And then 
again, maybe not, as the note was subject to 


varying interpretations. 

The jury could be split on its view of the 
underlying evidence itself and unable to agree 
unanimously on how to apply it to the counts 
in the case. Read in a different light, the panel 
could also be signaling it has differences on 
just some of the counts, though how many 


was left unsaid. 

“What is the next logical step?” the jury 
asked in its note after saying there was diffi- 
culty matching up counts to specific acts in- 
dividually 

“Based on this, I am not sure of the status 
of your deliberations and need clarification,” 


Zagel wrote to the jury 

The judge told the lawyers in the case to re- 
turn Thursday morning to see what happens 
next. Presumably by then, the jury will spell 
out for the judge in clearer terms what its di- 
vision might be and how seriously it may be 
deadlocked. 


Blagojevich hijinks overshadow serious business, author says

Rod Blagojevich has done his best to wring 
laughs out of his legal trouble, mugging for 
the cameras, blabbing on any talk show that 
would have him and yukking it up every 
chance he gets. 

But Laura Kipnis, a professor in North- 
western University’s School of Communica- 
tion, said the real joke might be on the rest 


of us. Her forthcoming book, “How To Be- 
come a Scandal: Adventures in Bad Behavior,” 
examines the strange relationship between 
those who fall from grace and those who 
watch the plunge, and concludes that both 
parties are dysfunctional. 

“The necessary element in a scandal is us in 
the audience,” she said. “We’re the ones who 
are fascinated by these stories and addicted to 


them. We get to punish the transgressors. We 
get to be the villagers throwing the stones. We 
take a perverse pleasure in that.” 

Yet while we’re having a good chuckle at 
their misfortune, she said, we fail to note 
some unflattering things about ourselves. 
We’re eager for distraction. We’re quick to 
find scapegoats. And we’d much rather laugh 
at a scandal than consider its tragic elements 


or larger implications. The Blagojevich ruck- 
us is distinguished by the former governor’s 
eagerness to draw mockery Kipnis said. But 
with every snicker, the important issues un- 
derlining the case slip further from view. 

“Blago makes bad government seem funny 
and like a joke,” she said. “Meanwhile, the gov- 
ernment is cutting off people’s unemployment 
benefits and people are sleeping in their cars.”

Adventures 
in dog adoption 

For weeks I waded through paperwork, fielded phone calls involv- 
ing demanding questions and arranged home visits so strangers with 
clipboards could stalk around my apartment clicking their tongues. 
No, I wasn’t applying for an internship with Mayor Daley, I wasn’t 
being approved for G-13 clearance with the FBI and I wasn’t taking a 
ring back to Mordor. I was adopting a dog. 

I’ve always been a pet lover. Growing up, my family’s menagerie 
grew as quickly as the Blackhawks bandwagon fan base during the 
playoffs. Once I moved to Boston, however, I was rendered pet-less 
thanks to a large population of tiny apartments patrolled by dog- 
hating landlords. 

Chicago is much more accepting of pets. It’s bursting with dog 
parks, dog beaches, dog-friendly patio spaces and shop owners who 
leave bowls of tempting treats outside their doors. It’s a wonderland 
for pet lovers and their ani-pals, and I was ready to step up and join 
the ranks of the few, the proud— the ones with plastic bags stuffed 
in their pockets. 

I’m a staunch advocate of adopting, especially with so many 
breed-specific rescue groups overflowing with nice dogs that need 
forever homes. But I was warned by a friend that the adoption pro- 
cess is an involved one. 

She cruised the French bulldog adoption circuit for a bug-eyed 
companion and it took her nine months to be approved. She applied 
for more than 30 dogs across the country and endured rigorous 
backgrotmd checks. After several interviews, she was granted a 
home visit. The adoption official intentionally brought two huge, 
unruly dogs to her medium-size condo to gauge her reaction. The 
dogs lunged through the house, tearing up throw pillows. 

Undeterred by her warnings, I went into the adoption process 
through petfinder.com with the kind of naive optimism that’s ustxally 
reserved for Taylor Swift songs. I bought all the dog books, researched 
the highest-rated vets in Chicago and watched Cesar Millan until I 
started referring to myself as the “pack leader” on a disturbingly regu- 
lar basis. What I wasn’t prepared for was the rigorous— and rightfully 
so— application process. The rejections were soul-crushing. 

I know there are some people who get so frustrated with the 
adoption process that they throw in the towel and buy a puppy 
Don’t. Although the struggle to adopt a rescue dog was harder than 
getting into college, it was absolutely worth it the day I picked up 
my Pomeranian, Piper. 

When I look at my Piper, all 7 pounds of her, and try to imagine 
the life she had before me, it breaks my heart. She came from a 
hoarder and spent most of her three years in a cage. Now she romps 
in the grass and tries to sneak cheese from my plate. 

The payoff after the difficult adoption process was much bigger 
than I could ever have imagined.

When the CTA enacted the cuts, Michael 
Sebastian of Bucktown thought his Blue 
Line trains would be more crowded and less 
frequent, and riders would be more irritable. 

But Sebastian said the cuts have in- 
creased his commute from the Western stop 
on the O’Hare branch to Clark/Lake only by 
lo minutes, which he uses to read or work 
on a crossword puzzle. 


Sebastian said he hasn’t noticed an uptick 
in crowds on the train, though the Blue Line 
saw an 8.2 percent jump in ridership to an 
average of about 152,000 riders per weekday 
in June compared the same period last year. 

“I’m definitely waiting on the platform lon- 
ger,” Sebastian said. “That whole fear about 
greater irritability is totally unfounded.”

6 months after reductions, some laid-off workers still 
without work, while some riders weathering changes

The week the CTA laid him off from his job as a bus 
driver, Samuel Otano gave up his one-bedroom apart- 
ment in Logan Square and moved in with his sister 
and two nieces in Humboldt Park. 

He also postponed his wedding plans with his girl- 
friend and waited. And waited some more. 

Otano, 48, waited to see if the CTA worked out a 
deal with the unions to save employee jobs. He also 
waited to see if he was one of the dozens of workers 
the CTA called to return to their old posts to replace 
workers who had quit. 

But the CTA never called— and Otano says he still 
is unemployed. 

“Dealing with the public is not easy,” said Otano, 
a former truck driver who drove a CTA bus for 
3 1/2 years. “But I love the job. Pm very good at it. Everyone thinks it’s just driving. 
It’s not.”

Saturday marked six months since the CTA 
cut bus and train service and laid off about 
1,000 workers, about 10 percent of its work- 
force at the time, because of budget problems. 
Though former employees such as Otano still 
struggle to find employment, the cuts didn’t 
affect CTA ridership much. 

Ridership was down i percent— about 
2.3 million rides — from February through 
June compared to the same period last year. 

CTA President Rich Rodriguez said he’s 
still focused on “putting out the best service 
possible for riders within the constraints of 
our budget.” 

“The reductions were designed to preserve 


as much service as possible, particularly dur- 
ing the heaviest demand,” Rodriguez said in 
an e-mailed statement through a spokesper- 
son. He declined an invitation from RedEye 
for a sit-down interview. “It will take some 
time before we can say with certainty what 
impact the service reductions ultimately will 
have on ridership, but the results so far have 
been very encouraging.” 

While some riders did not have to change 
their commutes, others say they’ve had to 
alter their schedules since the cuts. RedEye 
looks at the impact of the cuts through the 
eyes of riders and former employees.

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Lamont Johnson 37, former rail car cleaner 
Since he was laid off six months ago from his rail-car 
cleaning job, Lamont Johnson (below, right) of Hum- 
boldt Park said he has not taken the CTA. 

He misses his old job, which involved mopping floors 
and cleaning graffiti off rail cars. He also misses his truck, 
a 2009 Chevy Tahoe he bought last year and gave up in 
April because he couldn’t make the payments. 

More than 100 rail car workers saw their jobs cut ear- 
lier this year.

Natalie Ryan (right) of Portage Park said she found her 
commute after service cuts so annoying that she trans- 
ferred her administrative assistant job in the Pilsen area 
to her company’s Rolling Meadows office. 

Ryan used to take the No. 78 Montrose bus to the 
Montrose Blue Line, which she rode to the Western stop 
on the O’Hare branch, where she picked up the No. X49 
Western Express bus to i6th Street for her 45-minute 
commute. 

But in February, the CTA cut the No. X49 and eight 
other express buses, and Ryan couldn’t stand taking the 
No. 49 non-express Western bus. 

She said she tried taking the Blue Line into the Loop 
and transferring to the Pink Line, which she rode to the 
Western stop on the Lower West Side, but that commute 
was “definitely a lot longer” and “not convenient at all.” 

In May, she transferred to her company’s Rolling 
Meadows office mostly because of her commute. She 
said she now walks to the Jefferson Park stop on the Blue 
Line, which she takes to the Rosemont stop, where she

Recently Johnson started working 10 hours a week 
for a community health organization in Humboldt Park, 
but he said that job and his unemployment pay are not 
enough. He hopes the CTA can reach a resolution with 
the unions so he can get his job back. 

‘At the end of the day, you know, it’s about money, but 
somebody needs to take a hard look at the way this layoff 
has affected a lot of people. Right now, it doesn’t appear 
that anyone is particularly concerned about us and our 
jobs,” Johnson said, brent lewis/redeye photos

Christopher Marzullo (far left) never expected to be a 
bus driver. He was in school studying to be a teacher and 
working as a Jewel cashier when a friend suggested he ap- 
ply for a position at the CTA. 

He became a bus driver in April 2006 and loved it so 
much he switched his major at Northeastern Illinois to 
geography to learn more about urban planning in hopes 
of moving up the ranks at the CTA. 

Instead, in February, he was laid off, which surprised 
Marzullo because he had weathered the threat of layoffs 
in the past, and figured someone would save his job at 
the last minute, as officials did in 2008 when they agreed 
to bail out the CTA in exchange for free rides for seniors. 

Six months ago, the CTA laid off more than 900 bus 
drivers. 

“There’s nothing you can do about it. %u feel power- 
less,” said Marzullo, of Albany Park. 

Marzullo said he is still without a job and is concerned 
because his wife is pregnant with their first child, a girl, who 
is due in December. And though he’s worried about the sta- 
bility of the CTA, he said he desperately wants his job back. 

“I grew a passion for it,” he said.

As a music reviewer for local publications, Tanya Vega of Austin was 
worried the CTA service cuts would hinder her ability to attend late- 
night shows because several buses got their evening hours cut— but 
she didn’t worry for long. 

Vega said it took her a little while to figure out how to mesh her 
schedule with the CTA’s new one, but it’s not as bad as she thought it 
would be. 

Forty-one bus routes, nearly one-third of the system, saw their start 
and/or end times change. 

Still, Vega said she often has to walk home from the Central Green 
Line stop after midnight because her bus, the No. 85-Central, has 
stopped running for the evening. 

Vega said she missed the last Central bus last month after covering 
the Taste of Lincoln Avenue and she walked instead. She said she didn’t 
arrive home until after 1:30 a.m., which is later than she expected. 

“I just learn to adjust,” Vega said. “I’ve never had a problem.”

Austin, Roseland and South Shore each saw 
two homicides in the past week, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

In Roseland, an 8-year-old girl was shot to 
death Tuesday in the 10700 block of South 
Indiana Avenue, police said. A day earlier, a 
17-year-old boy was fatally shot In the 10200 
block of South Wentworth Avenue, officials 
said. Roseland has seen 14 homicides so far 
this year, RedEye found. 

In Austin, a 30-year-old man was shot to 
death Monday in the 500 block of North 
Lavergne Avenue, police said. A day earlier, 
a 15-year-old boy was fatally shot in the 
4900 block of West Iowa Street, officials 
said. Austin has recorded 13 homicides so far 
this year, RedEye determined. 

In South Shore, two 25-year-old men 
were shot to death in separate incidents 
last week. One man was fatally shot Friday 
in the 7800 block of South Cornell Avenue, 
two days after a man was shot to death in 
the 7400 block of South Kingston Avenue, 
officials said. South Shore has seen 12 homi- 



cides so far this year, RedEye found. 

Citywide, fatal shootings also were 
recorded in Auburn Gresham, East Garfield 
Park, Englewood, Humboldt Park, Morgan 
Park, North Lawndale and West Garfield 
Park in the last week, RedEye determined. 

Eighteen homicides have been recorded 
so far this month, RedEye determined. Police 
recorded 51 homicides in August last year, 
RedEye found, tswartz@tribune.com

Buffie Benson didn’t want anyone to step 
over the oversize pink teddy bear on the 
first step of the front porch leading up to 
her family’s Roseland home. 

She didn’t have a problem with people 
going around any of the other nearly doz- 
en stuffed animals that covered the step 
Wednesday But not over the pink teddy 
bear, which covered the spot where her 
8-year-old cousin Tanaja Stokes’ lifeless 
body lay less than 24 hours earlier after 
she and another girl were struck by bullets 
while jumping rope. 

Tanaja was fatally shot in the head. 
Her cousin Ariana Jones, 7, was rushed to 
Advocate Christ Medical Center in Oak 
Lawn, where she remained in critical con- 
dition with a head wound Wednesday, her 
family said. 

On Wednesday police searched for two 
teens suspected of being the gunmen and 
continued to look into a possible connec- 
tion between a fight earlier Tuesday on the 
block and the shooting. 

What led to the shooting around 


8 p.m. Tuesday remains unclear. The vic- 
tims’ great-aunt, Mildred Wse, 55, said 
four teenagers on bicycles rode up to the 
corner three houses down from the family’s 
home near 107th Street and South Indiana 
Avenue in Roseland. Two of the teens, both 
males, turned the corner, but the other two 
just started shooting, she said. 

About 20 minutes before the shooting, 
a fight between a boyfriend and girlfriend 
broke out near the stop sign, said Wise, 
who called it a “petty” argument about 
“teenage love stuff” 

Neighbor Tblanda White said she dialed 
911 when she saw the large group of teens 
gathered at the stop sign, but police didn’t 
come until after the shots rang out. 

Doctors told the family that Ariana had 
bone fragments lodged in her brain and 
would need additional surgery, Wse said. 

Tanaja’s mother, Debra Thomas, and 
other family members held vigil at the 
home Wednesday 

“They did not deserve this,” Wse said. 
“These were babies. They were innocent 
kids out there jumping rope.”

Chicago political legend dies

Dan Rostenkowski, an old-style Chicago 
ward boss who became one of the nation’s 
most powerful legislators during the Reagan 
era before a stunning fall to corruption charg- 
es, died Wednesday 

Rostenkowski, 82, was suffering from 
cancer and had been spending most of his 
time at his summer home in Powers Lake, 
Wis. He died there Wednesday morning, ac- 
cording to members of the Illinois congres- 
sional delegation. He represented Chicago’s 
Northwest Side in the U.S. House from 1959 
to 1995. 

A longtime Democratic committeeman 



for the 32nd Ward, Rostenkowski was a clas- 
sic meat-and-potatoes politician whose blunt 
and plain-spoken approach charmed both 


Washington elites and his Polish neighbors 
on the Northwest Side. 

A protege of the late Mayor Richard J. Dal- 
ey he was known for years as Daley’s man in 
Washington, focusing on parochial projects 
good for Chicago. 

But he took on national stature as a leader 
of the loyal opposition during Ronald Rea- 
gan’s presidency 

His seniority in the House earned him 
the chairmanship of the powerful Ways and 
Means Committee in 1981. He held the post 
until 1994, when he was unseated by an up- 
start Republican just months after being in- 
dicted in a wide-ranging case accusing him 


of everything from accepting kickbacks to 
maintaining slush funds. 

He pleaded guilty to mail fraud in 1996 and 
served about 15 months in prison. 

He maintained his innocence throughout 
the rest of his life, and his official record was 
also wiped clean just before Christmas 2000, 
when he was pardoned by President Clinton. 

Visitation for Rostenkowski will be held 
from noon to 9 p.m. Monday at St. Stanislaus 
Kostka Catholic Church. Funeral services will 
be held at the church at 10 a.m. Tuesday with 
burial at St. Adalbert Cemetery, with the most 
Rev Msgr. Kenneth Velo of DePaul Universi- 
ty, a family friend, officiating. 


Walgreens, 
city work to 
rid areas of 
food deserts

Mayor Daley and Walgreen Co. offi- 
cials touted progress Wednesday in the 
city’s push to wipe out food deserts in 
Chicago. 

The Deerfield-based drugstore chain 
is adding fresh fruit and vegetables 
at four stores by next week, bringing 
to 10 the number of such outposts on 
the city’s South and West sides. Those 
areas of Chicago have been plagued by 
the lack of grocery stores after major 
chains closed locations over the years. 

On Wednesday the mayor and com- 
pany officials toured a Walgreens in 
Grand Crossing. Daley patted bags of 
onions and poked tomatoes that will be 
sold near greeting cards and aspirin. 

The mayor said he met with compa- 
ny officials last year and urged them to 
sell healthy food at stores in neighbor- 
hoods that lack enough grocery stores. 

Food deserts have been near the 
top of the mayor’s agenda for months. 
Pullman is one such area, which Daley 
pointed out frequently as the City 
Council was caught in a protracted 
debate over whether to approve a Wal- 
Mart there that would sell groceries. 

Several aldermen who were reluctant 
to endorse Wal-Mart’s plans because 
of its labor practices said they found it 
difficult to oppose a project that would 
finally bring a grocery store to Pullman.

Man shoots 
ex-fiancee, 
self in mall 
parking lot

A Chicago man shot his ex-fiancee in 
the parking lot of the Westfield Chi- 
cago Ridge Mall on Tuesday as her co- 
workers watched, then turned the gun 
on himself, police said. 

Tabatha Oliver, 41, spotted Larry 
Harris standing by her car as she pulled 
into the lot near Sears with mem- 
bers of her carpool, police said. She 
told her friends, “Oh no, it’s him. Some- 
body may have to call the police,” Chi- 
cago Ridge Police Chief Rob Pyznarski 
said. 

Harris, 59, approached Oliver as she 
walked to her car, pulled out a revolver 
and shot her twice in the abdomen, 
then shot her several more times after 
she fell to the ground, police said. Har- 
ris then raised the gun and shot himself 
in the head, police said. 

Both Harris and Oliver were dead 
when police arrived, Pyznarski said. 
The pistol, and a bag that Harris may 
have carried it in, were found at the 
scene. 

The couple had dated for eight years 
and were engaged until Oliver broke off 
the relationship in February, relatives 
told police. 

Oliver lived with her mother in Chi- 
cago just a few blocks from where Har- 
ris lived with his mother and a 12-year- 
old son from a previous relationship.

One bad inning didn’t pre- 
vent John Banks from beat- 
ing the Twins the last time he 
faced them. 

And after getting a re- 
prieve when Denard Span 
was thrown out trying to stretch a double 
into a triple to start the game Wednesday 
night, Banks wasn’t about to let Minne- 
sota threaten him or his teammates. 

Banks pitched the Sox back into a tie for 
first place in the American League Central 
with the Twins by pitching eight innings of 
six-hit ball in a 6-i victory 

Banks (12-8) provided a stabilizing ef- 
fect to a Sox team that snapped a three- 


game losing streak while 
regaining the timely hit- 
ting that deserted them 
recently and taking advan- 
tage of rare Twins miscues. 
But this was one of 
Banks’ most timely efforts, 
and the Sox didn’t skip a beat after right 
fielder Andruw Jones was scratched about 
90 minutes before the game because of 
back stiffness.

OPENS UP 


He speaks frankly about 
difficulties of playing golf 
amid personal troubles 

This week, Tiger Woods is playing golf near 
the town of Haven, whose name no longer 
fits his mood or his circumstances. There is 
no haven for him anymore, not even on a tee 
box. 

Golf coixrses always have been the place 
where he was in command of all things, both 
his personal space and the flight of his golf 
ball. That this is no longer the case was appar- 
ent last weekend as his game fell apart on the 
final day of the Bridgestone Invitational. 

In the end. Woods’ i8-over 298 left; him 


trailing all but one golfer in the field. It was 
his highest four-day score in a PGA event as 
either a pro or an amateur. The wreckage of 
his personal life had finally spilled over to his 
professional life. 

Two days before the opening round of 
this year’s PGA Championship at Whistling 
Straits in Wsconsin, Wsods could no longer 
deny this. While he repeated the feel-good 
mantra of the therapist’s couch, the truth he 
once hid as if he were a double agent, like his 
wild swing, could no longer be contained. 

“What’s been apparent in my life right now 
vs. what’s been right with when my Dad died 
[are] two totally different deals,” he said Tues- 
day in an unexpected bit of candor. “I really 
took solace in going out on the golf course af-

Authenticity-obsessed singer 
Eli “Paperboy” Reed badly 
wants to lead a new soul re- 
vival. As such, the 26-year-old 
blue-eyed soul man’s third album (the first on a 
major label) hits all the expected touchstones. 
Reed channels a scruffy Sam Cooke on the Soul 
Stirrers’ homage “You Can Run On”-a song that 
practically begs for Moby to recut it for “Play 2”- 
and unleashes a Wilson Pickett-worthy shriek on 
the aptly titled “Explosion,” which arrives amid a 
shrapnel-spray of drums and horns. But despite 
a Lycra-tight backing band and an obvious fond- 
ness for the source material, there’s still some- 
thing unconvincing about the baby-faced singer 
crooning “I’ve been around the block” on the al- 
bum’s title track. Likewise, Reed still sounds more 
like an interloper on treacly soul-by-the-numbers 
ballad “Pick Your Battles.” Better is the surpris- 
ingly sweet “Pick a Number,” which finds Reed 
dropping the tortured soul man schtick and sing- 
ing, “I’m down on my bended knee, but this time 
I’m not begging.”
